May it pleaſe your Lordſhip, and you Gentlemen 
of the Jury, 1 am of Counſel for Mrs. Price, that is one of - the De- 
fendants in this Indictment, which as hath been opened,does ſet forth, 
That ſhe did contrive to {uborn the Kings Evidence before the Trials 
of thoſe perſons, and to ſuppreſs it ; and afterwards to retrat-the E- 
vidence given, and go off from, what before he had ſworn, to diſpa- 
rage the Juſtice of the Realm, and to make it be believed that thoſe 
perſons who were condemned and executed for this Conſpiracy, were 
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innocent, and had wrong done them by him. Now for thac matter, 
that which we have to offer for her is this : Mr. Dugdale and Mrs. Price 
were fellow. ſervants in my Lord Afton's Family, and there they did 
contra a more than ordinary familiarity, for in truth they did con- 
tra# a marriage, and Mr. Dugdale did promiſe her marriage; but af- 
rerwards Mr, Dagdale baving ſome other deſign, did deſert her, and 
ſhe came to. Londor, and lived here ; but afterwards when he came 
up to'London, he thought fit to renew his ſuit, and did nor only fend 
for her when he firſt came to London, but we have it in proof, thar 
from time to time he had continually ſent for her, and would not be 
quiet wirhout her ; and when ſhe denied to come upon his ſending in 
his own name, he ſent in another womans name, whom he knew to be 
an acquaintance of hers ; and thus there continued all along a great 
intimacy between them, infomuch that ſeveral perſons, and amongſt 
them one of the Kings Witneſſes, did obſerve they were ſpeaking a- 
bout marrying, and did think they did intend to be married in a ſhort 
time: my Lord, what diſcourſe might paſs between them, I don't 
know ; for ought I perceive ſhe is proved to be a Papift , and 'ris 
very like ſhe would follicice one with whom ſhe had that familiaricy, 
for thoſe of ' her own party, as much as ſhe could ; bur as far as I per- 
ceive by this evidence that hath been given, he under colonr of kind. 
neſs, 'and-pretence that he would marry her, and ſending for het 
from time to time ; at laſt rorid his hands of her, hath pune this up»
